The council met Wednesday. The 
mayor and secreyary-treasurer /e- 
ing away Coun. Lee presided over the 
meeting while solicitor N. D. Beck as- 
sumed the duties of secretary. Coun- 
cillors present were Brown, Blowey, 
Henry and Goodridge. 

The following communication 
read;

Edmonton, Alia., Sept. 38, 01. 
The Edmonton Town Couacil, 
Edmontos, Alta. 

Dear Sirs.—We the undersigned 
ratepayers of the town ot Edmonion 
desire to lay before your honorable 
body a proposition regarding the wat- 
er supply for the town af Edmonton 
which should the same meet with your 
approval, we are prepared to carry 
out. ; 

We propose to dig a well at the old 
ferry with uaderground piping leading 
out to the river a distance of one hun- 
dred and fifty feet, and also have a 
gate on the river bank which can be 
used for the purpose of cutting off 
the supply of the water from the river 
whenever it may be deemed advisable 
‘o-pump out or clean out the well. 
The pipe connecting the well with the 
river is. to be sunk 18 inches below the 
bed of the river and to be properly 
filled io so as to permit the water to 
be filtered. [s 

We have already secured an option 
for a site to be used as a pumping sta- 
tion and a right-of-way from the river 
io Main street along side of the Bulle- 
tin office. And we will be willing to 
place the tank which we propose to 
build on any site which your honorable 
body may select, provided you supply 
any necessary piping for same. 

We ais propose to build a tank 
fourteen feet iv diameter and four- 
teen feet in beight, baving a capacity 
of nearly double the water tank now 
in use, and being built, om the. ‘sides 
with 3 inch planks, while the bottom 
is to be constructed of 4 inch plank. 
Under the tank wili be built a room 
for office purposes which will be heat- 
ed in a suitable manney, while the 
tank itself will be made frost proof. 

We also propose to lay all piping on 
level ground below where frost could 
reach it and have piping properly laid 
eo as to prevent treezing and, rust. 

In consideration of our supplying the 
plant necessary and suitabie for the 
purpose of supplying water to the 
town and putting the plant in a posi- 
tian to meet the demands of the public 
we would make the following request; 

To be given the sole right to sell 
water from the tank to all teams and 
tans; delivering water to houses in 
the town of Edmonton at the rate 
of three cents per barrel or 42 gals. 
(ordinary coal of] barrels), tansient 
louyers of water at the rate of 10 
cents per barrel. 

On our part we would agree to sup- 
ply a clear,wholesome water, and furn- 
ish water both day and night if re- 
quired. “ : 

We would agree to furnish the ‘town 
of Edmonton with fit water [free of all 
eos; for Tire protection. ‘ 
We would propose to have pipes laid 
with valves and stop cocks sq that 
water could be taken from pipes at 


any point in their course. We sug- 
gest a site being chose? up Queen 
street. : 


We wouid propose that your honor- 
able body should at Once cancel your 
contract with the present water sup- 
ply company for reasons which must 
pe obvious to yourselves. We might 
point out that at present as supplied 
by the present company the supply. of 
water is both deticient in quality and 
quantity; Moreover ‘lhe plant as us- 
ed pow _is in such an ill state of re- 
pair that it would be both unwise and 
unsafe to expect the present company 
to supply the town with water dur- 
ing the next winter. The pump ana 
piping of the present plant being in 
a detective state and incapable oof 
supplying the demand for water. We 
would therefore pray that your hon- 
brale body; give this matter your 
consideration.

PROSPECTS FOR OATS 
As the season advances the pros- 
pects for fair prices for oats in Al- 
berta improve. In the first place Al- 


berta is not gowg to have as much 
oats as was expected a month ago. 
Therefore we will not be crowding each 


bther sa@ anuch. Im the next’ place 


Manitoba is not going to have as much 
oats as was expected six weeks ago. 


It is true the Manitoba, crop will run 
into the millions of bushels. But a 
big supply of oats is required for the 
Throughout the greater 
part oats are only grown for local 
Along the Manitoba North 
Western branch is the only part of 
the province where oats are ap im- 
portant crop. Good times make a 
With exten. 
sive railway constr.ction in progress 
and with greater lumbering opera- 
tions going on than ever before there 
will be a brisk demand in Manitoba 
for the locai crop. Five oatmeal mills 
which have heen closed down fon a 
year and a half wiil begin operations 
and will 00 doubt try to catch upjon 
the loss suffered from enforced idle- 
ness. The aevere drouth in the Middle 
Vestern Siates and consequent short 
corn crop bas made a brisk market for 
oats south of the line, so that even 
if the United Sitates duiy prevents 
Manitoba from exporting at least it 
will protect Manitoba oats, and es- 
pecially Manitoba oatmeal mills, from 
United States competition in Mani- 
toba, which has cen a cause of com- 
plaint iv previous years. ‘ 
The same shortage of corn and con- 
sequent demand for oats will have a 
very direct and favorable effect on the 
Kootenay market. The agricultural 
region of Eastera ‘Washington and 
Oregon aud Northern Idaho, trifbu- 
tary to the city of Spokane has shad 
a record crop of wheat and oats. This 
is the district that gives Alberta, such 
strong competitiou in the Kootenay, 


and we might have looked 
for a complete break down 
of the market from there. 


From recent issues of the Spokane 
papers it appears, however, that the 
drouth stricken states are going to 
need all the oats the Palouse country 
has to spare. The railroads are giv- 
ing speciai rates on oats eastward and 
there is every prospect of the surplus 
being disposed of without being placed 
on the Kootenay market. 

‘These indications are all hopeful. The 
drawback is that the demand in 
Kootenay is not brisk owing to dull 
times there. After all the chances are 
counted it is likely there is still more 
oats in Alberta than the Kootenay 
will take. We must get rates that 
will let our oats into the Kettle river 
district, and export rates to the coast, 
before we can be safe to dispose of 
our crop. Lacking, the element of 
safety we can only expect the market 
to be uncertain and unsa‘isfi:ctory, a 
condition which is an injury to every 
one and a drawback to the country.

The predictions for ary section of 
country are of course based on the 
conditions learned to be prevailing in 
the surounding area. “lor this reason 
a reliable report could not be made up 
for the outposts of information, as the 
weather office could not be aware of 
the conditions existing in the regions 
beyond them. Edmonton was one of 
these outposts of information and one 
of the most important, byt as yet no 
forecast has been given of the weather 
here. Whether because of there be- 
ing no points of information beyond 
Alberta or because Alberta people were 
suppesed to be able tq accommodate 
themselves to any kind of weather, no 
forecast was made by the Toronto 
weather office for the country west of 
Moose Jaw. With the construction of 
the Yukon telegraph li» to the far 
northwest of Edmonton with its var- 
ious branches, one of which extends 
into the Omenica district on tthe up- 
per Peage river, Edmonton is no long- 
er the furthest northwesterly outpost 
of inform1*‘on and therefore, with the 
rest of Alberta, should come within 
the scope of the forecasts of the wea- 
ther bureau. It is to be hoped that it 
is only necessary to draw the atten- 
tion of the officers of the weather of- 
fice in Toronto to the changed ccndi- 
tions to secuve a daily weather fore- 
cast for the whole of Alberta, but 
more especially for North Alberta. 


CHEAP HORSES. 

Some time ago the Horse Breeders’ 
Association of the Territories passed 
a resolution calling upon the govern- 
ment to place on horses brought into 
the Territories a fixed minimum valua- 
tion for customs purposes. This is 
asked for by the Territorial breeders 
as a protection to their industry, and 
is a form of protection that may very 
well be endorsed by every man who hag 
interests in the Territories. As mat- 
ters stand at present horses are 
brought in uoder a twenty per cent 
fariff, That is the imporier pays as 
duty 20 per cent of the price he paid 
for the animals, or 20 per cent on the 
value fixed by the customs collector 
as a fair price’ for the animals at the 
point of purchase. By this system the 
cheaper the class of borses brought in 


the less the. duty to be paid. 
So that there is a_ direct en- 


couragement to the importation of 
cheap horses and a propartionate dis- 
couragement to the importation of 
dear horses. The idea of the Horse 
Breeders’ Association is that if a hpirse 
is not good enough, to be worth a cer- 
tain sum the country is better off 
witbout him. And tbat if horses were 
not admitted at less than that valua- 
tion the increased duty that would 
have to be paid on them wouid ‘go far 
towards keeping) them out. Horses 
can be bought im the Rocky Momn- 
tain states as low, as $10, a head. At 
present the duty on a band of such 
horses would be $2 per head. If $50 
was fixed as the lowest, valuation the 
duty would be $10 per head. In the 
one case the horses gost the importer 
$12 and in the other case they would 
cost him $29. <A difference that would 
be a considerable deterant to ‘he im- 
portation of that class of horses. 
While it is the interest of every user 
of horses to purchase good borses as 
cheaply as possible it is not, bis inter- 
! est to purchase a poor_horse at any 
i price. Horses which are intrinsicaily 
cheap are a detriment and not ain 
advantage to, the country. The 
soundness of this praposition no man 
who uses horses will dispute, and it 
is upon this idea that the proposal of 
the Horse Breeders’ Association is 
based.

TANNERY AND CARDING MILL. 


Messrs. Guy and Lefebvre have their 
tannery and carding miil at the south- 
ern end of the bridge ready for opera- 
tions, a. very satisfactory test of the 
carding machinery being made on 
Wednesday aiternoon. ‘ 

The tannery and engine are situat- 
ed on the ground floom, three vats be- 
ing used, each with a capacity of 30 
sides, while small quantities can be 
tushed throrgh in less time: The uss 
ual length of time o-cupied in prepar- 
ing a baltch of hides will be a ‘month. 
It is intended, to do custom tanning 
for those desiring it and alsofto pur- 
chase hides and cure them for the mar- 
ket. Some samples of leather already 
tanned appear of very fine quality. 


The cardi machinery is on the sec- 
ond floo: consists of a picker and 
a carder. The wool as brought to the 


mill is run through the picker which 
teacs it apar* filting it for use in 
making mattrasses or for passing 
through the carder. The latter ma- 
chine consists of several series of cylin- 
ders covered with wire bristles which 
roff the wool tightly into rulls ready 
for spinning. The design of the pro- 
prietors at present is merely to pre- 
pare the wool for home use, in the 
manufacture of knitted wear. Cus- 
tom carding will be done and wapl 
bought or exchanged for rolls. The 
capacity of the picker is about 1,000 
Ibs. per day, while the carder will han- 
le about 250 Ibs. per, day. 

The proprietors have about 5,000 Ibs.

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DOWN THE MACKENZIE. 

On Monday last Messrs. J. G. Oiiv- 
er, D. Adams and C. Bramino returned 
from the north, having been employ- 
ed during ihe summer on Messrs. His- 
lop & Nagle’s steamer Kva, plying on 
Great Slave Inke and the Mackenzie 
river. The ppsty ieft Edmonton on 
May 7th for Athabasca Landing going 
down the Athabasca to Fort McMur- 
ray at the junctiow of the Clearwater 
and Athabasca. The party took charge 
oi the steamer Alpha which was put 
together there last year by Mr. J. 
Kelly. This boat was taken to Smith's 
Landing, a distance of 265 miles. 
Yhere the party portaged to Forg 
Smith, a distance of 16 miles where the 
“Eva” had been left from the previous 
season. A halt was made here while 
the tlat boats, nine in number were 
run through’ the rapids when they 
were towed down to Fort Resolution. 
The flat boats carried from eight ito 
mine tons each. At Fort Resolution 
the supplies were assorted and con- 
ciguments mad: up for the various 
trading posts o° which Messrs. Hislop 
& Nagle have two on Great Slave lake 
and six alomg the Mackenzie, Mr. 
Hislop himseli being in charge of the 
post at Fort Rae, the most important 
of the series and Mr. Nagle the rosts 
down the river. Two boat loads were 
left for the posts at the lake and the 
remaining seven distributed at those 
along the Mackenzie. The distance 
from Resolution to Good Hope, the 
farthest point down the Mackenzie 
visited, is 850 gniles, the post at Fort 
Macpherson on the Peel river being 
200 miles further. The trip from Res- 
olution to Good Hope and back occu- 
pied niaeteen days. From Resolution 
the party reached town in forty days, 
including delays antl stoppages. 

The Mackenzie is navigeble from 
Slave lake to its mouth. Several rap- 
ias occur but can be run both ways 
by a steamer without the use of lines. 
Tae river at places is very broad, wid- 
«ing trequently into lakes and at 
i‘ + narrowest part is three-quarters 
© mile broad. It is the outlet for 

tre water borth of the height of 
1 s< trom the Vermilion river and for 
ice streams Uowing down from the 
«stern side of the Rockies. 

fhe scenery along the river is in 
some places exceptionally fine. Spurs 
o. the mountains are frequently in 
sight and farther down some fine lime- 
stone formations are to be seen. 
Though latein July banksofice lined 
the shores bt the lower stream. Where 
the waters of the Great Bear lake are 
poured through the rivers of the same 
mame inte the Mackenzie, the bluish 
green stripe can be noticed for a dis- 
tance of five miles, before it mingles 
with the darker waters of the ymain 
stream. 

Fish a*ound in ihese streams and 
lakes. Fine trout are caugbt in Great 
Slave lake at the oultle* to the Macken- 
zie, iconreau in the lake, im the Slave 
river as far as Fort Smith) and down 
the Mackenzie to Providence but no 
further. A very palatable blue fish 
is caught in the Mackenzie between 
Providence asd Fort Norman, mucb 
resem ling the herring. 

Great fires have raged during the 
sun:mer in the smoll timber, along the 
Mackenzie. It is claimed these fires 
are deliberately; started by the In- 
dians, probably in pursuance of some 
fupensitition or for other umkmown 
purposes. This in time if continued 
wil result in the destruction of much 
of the game of that region.. 

The fur catch this year will probably 
be less than last year and from the 
number of traders in the north and 
the encouragement ‘thus given to the 
chase may continue to decrease. The 
musk ox is considered the least likely 
of the larger animals to be exter- 
minated as his home is on the Parren 
Lands. This range of country affords 
no wood of consequence and hunters 
during the winter, which is the fur 
season must carry with them the wood 
necessary for cocking purposes. This 
prevents any extens:ve journeys across 
the ox’s feeding grounds, those killed 
being procured not far from the tim- 
bered couniry. The wood buffalo has 
been protected by law for some time, 
but the exemption expires on the ist 
of January next. One especially fine 
herd makes its home in tke peighbor- 
hood of Fort Norman, numbering 
about 250 head. The beaver is report- 
ed to be lessening yearly in numbers. 

Four sieamers now ply on Great 
Slave lake and the Mackenzie river, 
one. belonging to the Roman Catholic 
missions in the north measur.ng — 60 
foot keel; the Hvdson’s Bay ©o’s boat 
109 foot keel; W. H. Connor’s new boat, 
52 foot, keel, and the Eva, 65 fuct long, 
The Eva, belonging to Hislop & Nagle, 
ic a twin screw drawing foun ‘eet of 
yater. Mr. Connor’s boat was put to- 
gether at For’ Smith, towed and sail- 
ed to Fort Norman whore the boiler 
of the old Upas, formerly purchased 
from D. R. Fraser & Co., was placed 
aboard. 

The H. B. Co steamer Wrigley. 
brought 42 passengers from various 
points aiong the Mackenzie to Fort 
Smith, where they were transhiped to 
the “Grabam” at Smith’s Landing and 
brought to McMurray, whence they 
came in by the H. B. Co's boatg ito 
Athabasea Landing 

Qn Sept. 9th the party passed the 
first of P. Loutit’s boats at Grand 
pids and later two others in charge 
Mr. Loutit above the mouth of the 
wee river, 20 miles this side of the 
and Rapids. Colin Fraser was also 
t shortly after.

P. C. Campbell, foreman of the, road. 
making gang working on the Landing 
trail, is in town.

There 
have been in the vicinity of five miles 
of brush cleared out, sixty-six feet 
wide, and twenty culverts have been 
put in, Some 1,500 pieces of corduroy 
have been laid.
